Claims 14-20 have been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per independent claim 1, the prior art does not teach the air conditioner combination 
as recited, and in particular the controller being configured to control a capacity of the 
compressor and being configured to control the predetermined switching time interval such that a 
predetermined load out of a total heat load, which is the sum of the latent heat load and the 
sensible heat load, is preferentially processed. 

As per independent claim 13, the prior art does not teach the method combination as 
recited, and in particular controlling a capacity of the compressor and controlling the 
predetermined switching time interval such that a predetermined load out of a total heat load, 
which is the sum of the latent heat load and the sensible heat load, is preferentially processed.
